On Connecticut Posed

NORTHFIELD — Three pri- 
vate power companies have of- 
fered to spend $1.35 million to 
help create a $4 million public 
recreation and wildlife area 
along a 20-mile section of the 
Connecticut River from Ver- 
mont south to the Turners Falls 
Dam. The remaining $2.65 mil- 
lion would come from state, | lo- 
cal and private sources. 

The proposal was outlined to 
an estimated 220 representa- 


Connecticut Light & Power Co. 
and Hartford Electric Light Co., 
have developed the plan in con- 
junction with the Massachusetts 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) and its Division 
of Fisheries and Game. 

The plan, prepared by Charles 
T. Main, Inc.,.of Boston, is built 
around the installation of a one- 
million ‘Kilowatt pumped-storage 
hydroelectric generating system 
on Northfield Mountain on the 
east side of the river between 
Northfield and Millers Falls.

last year’s total of $14.5 million. | 


To do this he will have to re= 
duce the request from depart- 
ment heads approximately $1 
million. He estimated last night 
\that total budget requests from 
the department chiefs will am- 
ount to from $15 million to $16 
million, 

Thus far, the mayor has acted 
on 21 of the 32. department bud- 
gets, the largest being the Wel- 
fare Department. The mayor 
cut $17,050 from this depart- 
-mé€nt’s request, leaving a bud- 
get of $2,075,053. 

The Fire Department request

Disgraceful Park " 


To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


I wish to call.attention to a 
disgraceful condition at Pontoo- 
suc Lake, on the property form- 
erly oceupied by the Blue An- 
chor Club, and now a city park. 

On any clear and warm day 
as many as 300 persons, chiefly 
teen-agers, make use of this 
area. Yet there are no toilet fa- 
cilities nearer than the city ba- 
thing beach, a long, hot walk 
away on the south shore of the 
lake. The parking facilities are 
inadequate and located. partly 
on a dangerous curve on a main 
highway. 

Swimmers venture out several 
hundred feet from the shore into 
an area where motorboats are 
operated recklessly, towing wat- 
er skiers’ at high speed. Yet no 
life guard is there, or any at- 
tempt made to keep. the swim- 
mers in a safe area. 

Rough-house and _ horseplay 
are, the order of the day, ‘with 
girls being tossed over the wall 
into shallow water. Gambling is 
continuous, with several crap 
games in progress at the same 
time, in plain sight of the high- 
way. Yet no action is taken ex- 
cept on rare occasions. ~ 

An added hazard is provided 
by the utterly insane manner in 
which the operators of motorcy- 
cles and scooters conduct them- 
selves, which includes speeding, 
making U turns on the curve, 
parking anywhere, including the 
wrong side of the highway, and 
riding on the green itself. There 
is a continual stream of people 
crossing the highway on the 
curve from parked cars to the 
green and back again. 

Almost every warm night 
there are wild drinking parties, 
which last until 3 and 4 a.m., 


- these mostly by teen-agers. 


This area should be properly 
equipped, supervised and policed 
—or it should be fenced in and 
closed.

In public housekeeping jobs in 
hotels and motels, 
minimum pay will apply only to 
those employes who do not cus- 
tomarily receive. tips.

Employes working in manwu- . 
facturing occupations are ex- 
empt from coverage of the new ;

The Minimum Fair Wage Law 
provides that employes must re- 
ceive not less than 1% times 
their regular rate of pay for 
each hour worked in excess of 
40 hours per week.

Joseph S. Scelsi, 51, this 
morning was elected president 
of the Pittsfield City Council in 
an upset fourth-ballot victory 
over Edward L. Dobbins. 
Though the first three ballots, 
Scelsi and Dobbins were tied. 


- But in the fourth, Scelsi won be- 


cause Councilman Alfred S. 


. Bradley switched to him from 


Dobbins and because James M. 
Richmany, the third candidate, 
didn’t switch to anyone, 

The final ballot gave Scelsi, a 
five-term councilman who was 
president from 1961-63, the votes 
of Councilors ‘Bradley, Crow, 
Fox, Purnell, St. Peter and 
Scelsi. 

Dobbins, who served as presi- 
dent for the last three months of 
1965, had the votes of Butler, 
Prentiss and Rice ‘and his own. 

Richmany cast the only final- 
ballot vote for-himself. 


Made Unanimous 


On Dobbins motion, the Coun- 
cil made Scelsi’s election unani- 
mous. Dobbins had been consid- 
ered by some observers to be 
the man Mayor Remo Del Dello 
hoped would win. But the m&yor 
said he did no campaigning for 
any of the candidates. 

The same three men fought 
for the presidency in late Sep- 
tember after Remo Del Gallo 
vacated that office to become 
mayor.) 

A week ago it had looked like

si, but the outlook changed over 
the weekend.

It now takes four years for a 
city worker to reach the maxi- 
mum pay in his grade.

Lord’s committee wants a 
comptroller, instead of an audi- 
tor, to be the city’s top fiscal of- 
ficer. It maintains an auditor 
lacks the teeth to set up stan- 
dardized bookkeeping practices 
through the city’s departments. 
It also feels a comptroller could 
be» a more powerful fiscal 
watchdog. 

Scelsi feels it would be sim- 
pler to give the auditor a comp- 
troller’s' teeth than go through 
what he foresees as tangles of 
red tape before a comptroller 
could be established here.

Only $320,000 higher than last 
year’s, it’s effect on the home- 
owner’s tax bill will be minor 
compared to the $10.20 tax-rate 
boost he was hit with in 1965.

Tax Rate Uncertain 


This year’s increase ordinari- 
ly would mean roughly $2.50 on 
the tax rate. But the current tax 
rate-— $87.50 — will plummet 
as soon as it rides the revalua- 
tion seesaw that will drop the 
tax rate while boosting assess- 
ments to 100 per cent. 

Gov. Volpe’s sales tax is ex- 
pected to soften the tax blow, 
but by how much is uncertain.

To Be $40 or Less & 


Pittsfield’s 1966 tax rate 
should dip to $40 or less, ac- 
cording to the city’s appraisers. 

The cause of the drop will be 
the real estate revaluation that 
has just been completed and the 
effect of the sales tax, said John 
J. Connors, chairman of the as- 
sessors. 

It is still too soon to say with 
accuracy how the two factors 
will affect the average home- 
owner’s tax bill. 

There has been some specula- 
tion that because of the boosted 
city aid through the sales tax, 
the average bill will show little 
change or even go down. 


Homeowners Upset 


Connors said that some people 
now receiving their new assess- 
ments under revaluation are 
panicking because they are fi- 
guring their potentail tax bill on 
the basis of the 1965 tax rate of 
$87.60. That means the owner 
was taxed $87.60 for each $1,000 
of his property’s assessed value. 
“The new assessments are 
theoretically based on a proper: 
ty’s “full and fair value.” The 
old assessments were supposed to 


‘be at 40 per cent of full value. 


But, with time, many of the 
assessments had gone out of 
whack, and some property was 
assessed at much more than 40 


XK cent. 


Under 1965 practice, a house 
worth $15,000 would be assessed 
at $6,000 if it was on the 40 per 
cent standard. This would have 
given the owner a tax bill of 
$525.60 in 1965. 

However,. if a $15,000 house 
was actually assessed at 50 per 
cent, the owner would have 
been billed $647 in 1965. 

If the 1966 tax rate is set at 
$40 and the same house is as- 
sessed at $15,000, the tax bill 
would be $600. 

A tax rate that came in under 
$40, as Connors predicts it well* 
may, would bring the tax bill 
under $600. : 

Connors recommended that 
persons who have questions on 
their new assessments — which, 
they think, can be answered by 
telephone — call the United Ap- 
praisal office here instead of the 
assessors.

Mayor Waiting 


Asked today if he will .exer- 
cise his veto power, Del Gallo 
said, “I’m in no position to an- 
swer that now.” 

“Tl wait to see how it’s han- 
dled at the next Council meet- 
ing,” said Del Gallo. At that 
meeting Tuesday the Council] is 
expected to give the recommen- 
dation the first of two required 
readings. 

Del Gallo has ‘not endorsed 
the proposal and had urged the 
Council to proceed with caution 
because ‘of the pending cost of 
construction of a.new high 
school and other factors. 

Last night’s Council action— 
taken as a committee of the 
whole—was a ‘victory for city 
workers and Ivan W. Lord’s Sa- 
lary Survey Committee.

The commissioner and Bra- 
dley said some individual or or- 
ganization within the highway 
division is constantly challeng- 
ing the job descriptions. “ They 
said Civil Service won't sdy who 
is lodging the protests. 

Daniels said about a dozen 
openings are available for pro- 
motion from within the depart- 
ment but he is having difficulty 
filling them because of the Civil 
Service hassle. 

Daniels and Bradley today 
said they want flexibility in the 
type of work men can do in 
each classification, But Daniels 
said the present Civil Service 
action is limitng that flexibility.

The cost of a new obmiensiar: 
sive high school for Pittsfield 
has soared to.$6.56 million, ac- 
cording to estimates from archi- 
tects. Freeman, ze renciiy Free- 
man. : 

But Mayor Del Gallo says he 
foresees , little trouble in getting 
an appropriation through, the 
City Council. 

The figure, announced last 
night, is the latest in a series of 
constantly escalating estimates 
dating back to the summer of 
1964. 

At that time, the High School 
Commission recommended a 
building to house 1,250 students 
at a cost of $3.25 million. ~ 

A year ago, the price estimate 
shot to $5 million. Only in the 
past six weeks was it learned 
that the tab would top $6 mil- 
lion. 


Two More Hurdles 


With the new price tag in 
their pockets, the mayor and 
the High. School Commission 
must clear two immediate hur- 
dles if they want to meet the 
Sept. 20, 1968 target-completion 
date. 

1. The commission must ob- 
tain the state School Building 
Assistance Commission’s 
(SBAC’s) blessing on prelimi- 
nary plans presented by the ar- 
chitects earliér this week. The 
plans will be mailed to the 
SBAC by Friday. 

2.. Mayor Del Gallo must re- 
ceive quick City Council approv- 
al of the estimated $6.46 million 
pond-issue. appropriation. 

The mayor announced plans 
today to submit the appropria- 
tion at the July’ 12 City Council 
meeting. (The Council already 
has approved a bond issue for 
$98,500 for purchase of the 50- 
acre site. The two bond issues 
-probably will be merged.) 

Left out.of the $6.56 million 
price is $104,000 that Supt. of 
Schools James P, Reynolds says.

Rock Is Factor 


Commission . members* were 
chagrined by the site-develop- 
ment figure which soared to 
$438/825.

‘Del Gallo said the city should 
build the high school without 
cutting back any of the necessi- 
ties. Even the complete com- 
plex of athletic fields should 
stay in, he said. 

Del Gallo warned the commis- 
sion that it would be better to 
come in with a figure a little too 
high than to find that the bond- 
issue appropriation is insuffi- 
cient to meet the costs. He said 
the city can always make provi 
sions that leftover money anc 
money reimbursed by any fed 
eral aid grants be deleted frorr 
the bond issue. 

When the matter cone up at 
the July 12 Council meeting, it 
will be immediately referred to 
an informal session of the coun- 
cil of the. whole. If the council- 
men. give informal approval, 
Del Gallo said he will immedi- 
ately call a special meeting to 
pass the bond-issue appropria- 
tion.

Councilman Donald G. Butler 
has filed a petition requesting 
one-grade salary raises for both 
the Police and Fire depart- 
ments, raises which were re- 
commended by the Salary Sur- 
vey Committee.

Contrary to the stated opinion 
of most councilmen, the action

The Council over the objec- 
tions of Mayor Del Gallo, al- 
ready has passed the first read- 
ing of a Measure that would 
raise wages of patrolmen and 
firefighters from the present 
maximum of $123.50 a week to 
$128. The vote was 9-1. 

At the time, councilmen said 
that if they. again pass. the 
measure by a two-thirds majori- 
ty before Jan. 1, the raise will 
automatically be incorporated 
into the 1967. budget;

Mayor Has 10 Days 


Fitzgerald points out that afts 
er an ordinance is passed, the - 
mayor has a full 10 days in 
which to act: If he vetoes the 
measure—and he yetoed the 
same pay-raise proposal earlier 
this -year—the Council . must 
wait at least seven days before 
voting to override the veto. 

This gives thé mayor a full 17 
days to stall passage of a meas- 
ure. In the present context, if 
the Council follows its original 
plan of ‘waiting until Dec, 27 to 
take the final vote, the police 
and firemen will not get their 
raises unless Del Gallo has a 
change of heart.

On Police-Fire Pay Raise Petitions

Time. is looming as an ever 
larger factor in City Council- 
man Donald G. Butler’s effort 
to put through an additional pay 
raise for ‘most firemen and Po- 
licemen. here. 

Racing a Dec. 12 deadline for 
Council passage of the increase, 
Butler last night ran into the 
Personnel’ Board’s refusal to 
send his salary petition back to 
the Council before the board 
can study the measure. 


Board Chairman Walter Buk- 
sa said his five-man agency 
will attempt to finish its study 
before the deadline.

a's 

Fitzgerald Comments 


City Clerk John J. Fitzgerald 
commented informally yester- 
day that the Council by vote 
could force the board to return 
the petition, Butler last night 
said it couldn’t. 

Del Gallo. has. indicated he 
will’ veto the police and fire- 
men’s raises as he did earlier 
this year. But under the law the 
Council can put the money in 
the budget over a mayor’s ob- 
jections if it acts in the last two 
months of a nonmunicipal elec- 
tion year. 

Because of the time involved 
in the vetoing and veto-overrid- 
ing maneuvers, the Council to 
bypass the mayor would have to 
give final passage to Butler’s 
measure by.

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Fair or FOUL.

MEN HAVE SOUGHT nation- 
al office on trains, planes and 
television, but did-you ever hear 
of anyone running’ ona truck? 
Thirty - five-year-old Dick Con- 
way of. Pittsfield. is doing just 
that. He wants to be coach of 
the 1968 United States: Olympic 
speedskating team, and he’s us- 
ing his business to gain maxi+ 
mum mileage for his candidacy. 

Dick, owner of the Berkshire 
Express Company that has ter- 
minals here’ and in* Albany, -has 
spent most of his spare hours on 
skates since he was/a toddler. 
In a racing career that has seen 
him. distinguish himself as a 
contestant, ‘coach “and referee, 
he has formed positive. opinions 
on*how best to glide*over the 
ice. : 

Sirntte ‘trucking is his only 
means of*exposure, he ingen- 
iously has recruited an army of 
drivers ‘spanning the. continent. 
His own-men carry petitions and 
assorted. campaign literature to 
the limits of the territory cov- 
ered by their: vehicles, and then 
turn the material over ‘to intef- 
line carriers.

DICK RECENTLY learned 
that he is among’ eight who sur- 
vived screening of 20 candidates 
for the post. ‘This* information 
came to him from the’ office of 
the United Statés International 
Skating Association in Kenosha, 
Wis. 

Leo Freisinger'of Los An- 
geles, Calif., who coached the 
1964 Olympic team «at--Inns- 
bruck, Austria, wants to return. 
The appointment ofa coach, ac- 
‘cording to Conway, will be 
made by a 10-man board of the 
Amateur Skating Union.” No 
date has been set for the selec- 
tion. 

“They're vague about when 
they'll pick the man,’’ Conway 
said. “It could beat the annual 
convention’ May 14 and 15 in Co- 
lorado Springs, and they may 
decide to wait until December.”

“The Americans. feel that the 
racers should gain all their 
speed down. the. straightaway 
and should rest onthe turns,” 
he says. ‘‘The Europeans look 
at it just the*opposite. They say 
you should rest on the straighta- 
way. and drive on the turns. The 
records show they are right. If 
we want to improve, we have to 
embrace their style and forget 
ours.”

DICK ALSO ‘has constructive 
thoughts on method of selection. 
It has been customary to pick 
six or eight men for the Ameri- 
can team long before the actual 
date of competition. 


“That’s all. wrong,’ Conway 
contends, “because the man has 
no incentive after that, His am- 
bition has been to make the 
team, and he now has made it. 
Therefore, many don’t work as 
hard as they should.”

Since he started to campaign 
for the post more than a month 
ago, Conway has based his can- 
didacy on an insistence that 
Americans must adopt the Eu- 
ropean skating technique. He 
has been oufspoken in criticism 
of methods used in instructing 
the United States: representatives 
in international competition. 

One highly reliable observer 
has advised this writer that as 
of the moment Conway has a 9- 
2 margin in support from the 11- 
member board of control of the 
USISA. The selection of a coach 
will be made early next year 
after the Olympic trials at 
Flint, Mich.

James Sheffield of Lake Pla- 
cid, N.Y., outgoing president of 
the Amateur Skating Union, was 
Conway’s most ardent supporter 
at the Colorado Springs ses- 
sions. Sheffield is one of two 
Eastern members of the associ- 
ation’s. board of control. The 
other is Al Abgott of Buffalo, 
N.Y. 

Conway said he told members 
of the board of control that he 
eame to the convention for only 
one reason: ““To become coach 
of the Olympic team.” He said 
he received considerable en- 
couragement from Lamar Ott- 
son of St. Louis, incoming presi- 
dent of the USISA. 

Conway was never an Olympi- 
an regular. He won designation 
as an alternate at the 5,000 met- 
er event in 1956 in trials at Min- 
neapolis. He failed in the trials 
at Minneapolis in 1960. 

His greatest fame as a COm- 
petitive skater came when. he 
scored three consecutive wins at 
Lake -Placid in the M. C. Lan- 
don memorial five-mile race 
against the best distance com- 
petitors in the nation. The years 
were’ 1951, 1952 and 1953. He 
lapped the field each time. 

Conway attracted much atten- 
tion when’ he used his truck 
drivers as a network for distri- 
bution of his campaign litera- 
ture.

Dick Conway, 36 - year - old 
Pittsfield trucking executive and 
an outspoken critic 6 ¢ 
niques employed in- 
competitive teaching, ‘has been 
elected one of the six head 
coaches of. the nation’s 1968 
Olympic speed-skating team.

The decision to use multiple 
coaches was reached after the 
association’s ll-man ‘board of 
control voted to pick a 
100-person squad at the outset of 
training. Previously, when 
squads were. considerably 
smaller, one man’ was desig-

wasn’t disappointed that he'll 
have to share it with five -oth- 
ers. They are Art Smith of New 
York City, John Werket and 
Gene Sanvig, both of Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., Roy Helminski of 
Detroit, Mich., and Bill Disney 
of Los Angeles, Calif. 


Training Track Choice 


Conway said he shortly will 
set up a training track in this 
‘area. He hopes to announce a 
choice with several days. 

Conway said he and Smith 
will teach the European style of 
skating. This was the main 
plank in his campaign for the 
head job. 

“They told us to teach what 
we know,” he said, “‘and this is 
“what we know. They said they 
were definitely interested in the 
European style.”

Conway, who last spring. was 
mentioned as one of three sur- 
viving candidates for the head 
coaching post, said he was told 
he received nine of 11 votes 
from the board of control.

Although Conway was never 
an Olympic regular, he was an 
alternate in the 5,000 meter 
event at the Minneapolis trials 
in 1956. He failed to qualify in 
the 1960 Minneapolis trials. 

Conway won three consecutive 
M.C. Landon memorial five-mile 
races at Lake Placid, N.Y., in 
1951, 1952 and 1953, for his 
greatest claim to fame as a 
competitive skater. Each time, 
against the best distance comr 
petitors in the nation, he lapped 
the field. 

Much attention was directed 
at Conway when he utilized his 
truck drivers as a distribution 
network for campaign litera- 
ture. Although Albany, N.Y., 
was the farthermost point cov- 
ered by his company, the mate- 
rial was relayed from there to 
all parts of the nation. 

Conway speaks freely con- 
cerning the lack of progress of 
the sport in this country. 
“American skating should be 
much better that it has been,” 
he says, ‘‘But it will stay the 
same until we stop being head- 
\ strong.” ak 
\ While officiating a big meet at

Lake Placid last winter, Conway 
struck a blow for the European 
style as compared to the Ameri- 
can style.

Conway was the New England 
bicycle racing grass champion 
in 1949. He has competed sev- 
eral times in the 50-mile bicycle 
races in Cambridge, and has 
never finished worse than 
fourth. 

He served in the U.S. Army 
from 1952 through 1954, and has 
been associated with his father 
at the Berkshire Express Co.

Speaker Gives Observations on Series, 
Tells of Pirates’ Season; Simonelli, 
Baker Get Division Batting Trophies

A frank and informative talk 
by Pittsburgh Pirates’ pitcher 
Steve Blass of Lakeville, Conn., 
and the awarding of the Colin 


Keegan sportsmanship plaques 
to Tom Barry and Bob Barring- 
ton were the highlights of the 
annual Babe Ruth Baseball 
League banquet last night at the 
Bubble Room of the Copper Pin 
Restaurant. About 200 players, 
coaches; Park Department offi- 
cials, league officers and guests 
attended. 


Barry, a member. of the 
GEAA team in the National 
League, and Barrington, a 
member of the General Electric 
team of the American circuit, 
were given the awards for dis- 
playimg the highest sportsman- 
ship in their leagues during the 
past season. Keegan, a founder 
of Babe Ruth baseball in Pitts- 
field in 1952 and later a Massa- 
chusetts and New England di- 
rector,and in whose honor the 
awards are named, made the 
presentations. 

Blass: gave his observations 
on ‘the World Series, told of the 
year with the Pirates, who were 
in contention in the National 
League race right to*the end, 
and his prognostications forthe 
1967 season. He said he was sur- 
prised that Baltimore pitching 
dominated in the series when 
most people expected it would 
be the other way around. He 
gave the opinion, without taking 
anything away from the Orioles, 
that they were in better shape 
for the series because they had 
led most of the season while the 
Dodgers were in a hectic strug- 
gle right up to the end. 


Pretty Well Set 


The personable 1960 graduate 
of Housatonic Valley Regional 
High of Falls Village, Conn., 
said he thought the Pirates 
were pretty well set for next 
season although they might 
trade for another pitcher. He 
said he thought outfielder Man- 
ny Mota probably would be the 
player used in a deal. 

Blass stated he believed the 
reasons the Pirates did so well 
this year were good health for 
Bill Mazeroski and Ruberto 
Clemente and the exceptional 
spirit that the players brought 
to spring training after a strong 
finish in 1965. He expects his 
club, the Dodgers, the San 
Francisco Giants and Atlanta to 
be contenders next season. The 
Pittsburgh pitcher said in his 
opinion, with the addition of a 
couple of pitchers, the Braves 
could run away with the league. 


Blass apologized sincerely for 
being about an hour late. His 
tardiness was caused by a mix- 
up on the date. After being 
called at his home in Lakeville 
by Louis Russo, league presi- 
dent and master of ceremonies, 
the speaker made Pittsfield in 
record time, 

Apologizes for Lateness 


Blass said he felt especially 
bad about the mix-up because 
he did not want the boys to 
think big leaguers do not care 
about Babe Ruth leaguers. He 
told the boys he looks forward 
to talking to young players as he 
can look back on his Little 
League and Babe Ruth League 
days with gratitude for the the 
things he learned. Blass stated 
the big leagues and Babe Ruth 
leagues are not too far apart, 
that many major leaguers are 
Babe Ruth graduates and the 
ties should be maintained. 

\ The Pirate hurler answered 
many questions from the floor. 


In answer to a query about Pi- 
rate relief pitcher Elroy Face; 
who went to professional ball 
from Stephentown, N.Y., Blass 
called Face amazing after 12 
years of exceptional relief. The 
speaker said most relievers last 
only, three or four: years, but 
Face still walks out to the 
mound and doesn’ think anyone 
ean hit him. Blass said Face, 
who now lives in Pittsburgh, 
still is aware of this area and 
often asks about it. 

The Lakeville major leaguer 
gives much credit for his suc- 
cess from lessons taught him by 
his Housatonic Valley Regional 
High coach, Ed Kirby, especial- 
ly the lesson of perseverance, 
the will to stick with a task in 
happy times or low periods. 

Blass said stories circulated 
about dissension on the Pirates 
between manager Harry Walker 
and the team were blown up out 
of proportion. He said Walker 
talks a lot because he is a 
teacher as well as a manager. 
This, Blass stated, is to Walk- 
er’s. credit, The speaker said 
Walker has done a fine job and 
has been good to him. The 
pitcher pointed out that in the 
heat of battle, there are bound 
to be words between the manag- 
er and players, but that in the 
ease of the Pirates they were 
blown up out. of proportion.

IF YOU are to believe all that 
you read in advertisements, the 
lawn problem is quite simple. 
Just buy a few bags of weed 
killer, fertilizer, activator or 
magic growth hormone and 
your problems are solved. It’s 
not that simple. For instance, 
unless you correct the reason 
for a weedy lawn, even the best 
herbicides will not~keep weeds 
from reappearing after the ini- 
tial kill. All of these products 


serve a useful purpose but they 


are not a panacea. 

It’s what’s down under that 
counts. Too .many lawns have 
been thrown together with a 


sufficient topsoil. When the 
going gets rough, as it has been 
in recent years, the grass disap- 
pears. If the soil is at all fertile, 
something is going to grow in 
the bare spaces, That something 
is usually a weed. Killing that 
weed will not solve the basic 
problem of insufficient topsoil. 
This leaves a choice between 
obtaining more topsoil or get- 
ting along with what you have. 
But, don’t spend a lot of money 
for expensive products to apply 
on a poor foundation. 

*. * * 

IF YOU are constructing a 
new lawn or renovating a por- 
tion of an old one, add plenty of 
the big three in your soil prep- 
aration. This is the time to get 


ter down in the root zone in am- 
ple quantities, This is really the 
only time organic ‘matter such 
as peat humus or peat moss can 
be added in sufficient quantity 
to be of any value. Limestone 
moves very slowly through the 
soil so this, too,/is the best time 
to add this-valuable.soil condi- 
tioner. Although the nitrogen 
found in most fertilizer is quite 
soluble, phosphorous is most 
difficult» to supply to grass 
plants after the lawn is esta- 
blished.
